LIEUT. REESE 
SOON TO LEAVE 


Carroll County Boy Goes 
Back for Service in 
Philippines. 


Carroliton, Ga., March |1!.—(Special.)- 
Lieutenant Boss Reese, of the Philippine 
scouts, will spend a few days with his 
mother and relatfves here before his de- 
parture for the Orient. An enthusiastic 
reception is being extended him. 

Lieutenant Reese left Carrollton in 1899 
as an enlisted man in the *Twenty-ninth 
United States infantry, but soon won, 
through merit, a commission as second 
lieutenant inythat regiment. He served 
in the Philippines throughout the insur- 
rection and won many honors. When 
his regiment was mustered out, he was 
commissioned in the Philippine scouts, 
and it was largely through his efforts that 
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LIDUTHINANT REESE, 
Of Carrollton. 
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this wonderful body has. been brought to 
its present magnificent standing. 

His merit was recognized by the gov- 
ernment when he was given the appoint- 
ment to command a company of the 
Scouts at the Louisiana Purchase expos! 
tion. This appointment came _ about 
largely on account of the brave stand 
he and his company made against Gen- 
eral San Miguel near Manila, when Gen- 
eral San Miguel and his army were al- 
most annihilated. 

Lieutenant Reese received a very serl- 
ous wound in that flerce fight, and while 
lying almost helpless on the ground he 
still commanded his troop, and at one 
time six insurgents rushed onto him at 
Onee, 4nd while in this almost helpless 
condition he fought them off with his pis- 
a0] and in using the stock of his gun as 
a club, until some of his men arrived 
at the scene and annihilated the enemy. 
He was in many such engagements and 
in them al] acquitted himself nobly. 

He was the only young Officer in the 
whole brigade that General Bell, his com- 
manding general, ever received with mili- 
tary honors. On one occasion Gencral 
Bell met him on his arrival from cam- 
paign duty, at headquarters, with the 
regimental military band and received 
him personally at his home. 

Lieutenant Reese commanded his com- 
pant at the St. Louis exposition and was 
afterward ordered to duty in this coun- 
try until after the inaugura] ceremonies 
that he and his company might take 
part in the demonstrations there. 

Lieutenant Reese is a son of the late 
Hon. Oscar Reese, of this place, and a 
nephew of Congressman W. C. Adamson. 
He will remain in Carrolton only a few 
Cays when he wil] depart again for the 
Philippines for active duty there in those 
provinces where insurrection is brewing 
It is expected that there will be added 


many honors to his already brilliant 
record.

(From The Scotsman.) 

Diphtheria is a widespread disease, 
which is perhaps more prevalent in large 
in country districts. It is 
to be classed among the infectigus fevers, 
dan-

among children, but adults 
dre by no means exempt.

Damtling Lights Are Seen in 
the Sky By a Converted 
Woman, 


BEDROOM OF WOMAN 
VISITED BY ANGELS 


All of Wales Roused by the Mar- 
velous Phenomena—Materialists 
Say That tile Lights Are 
Due to Natural 
Causes,

Landon, March iI1.--Mrsa, Mary Jones, 
the wife of a farmer at Egryn, is rapid- 
ly becoming one of the most noteworthy 
personages in the Welsh religious re- 
vival. 

She roused the countryside early in 
January by her simple and earnest ap- 
peals, and she touched the superstitious 
side of her countrymen’s nature by the 
visions which she saw and the lights in 
the sky which hovered over houses and 
guided her to the salvation of souls dur- 
ing the past two months. 

The “Lights of Egryn’’ have become a 
household word in the Principality, and 
they are regarded ag a ‘‘divine seal’’ set 
upon the mission of Mrs. Jones, 

Mrs, Jones is a slim, gentle-looking 
woman. She has the light hair and ex- 
pressive eyes of the true Celt, but her 
voice and her manner give tne impres- 
sion of unnatural reserve, 

A Vision of Angels. 

She claimg to have seen visions. Six 
angels, she said, came into her bedroom. 
They were fair and shapely in form. 
They knelt, prayed and vanished. 

The following account of the mysteri- 
ous lights which have go astonished the 
district during the last weeks is told by 
an ‘“‘Express’’ representative who was 
taken to see the phenomena by one of 
the converts of the revival: 
It was nearly eight when we set out. 
The convert led the way by a few paces, 
and when a couple of miles were passed 
he began to scan the flanking hills with 
feverish, eager, expectant gaze. 
“That.” he said, pointing to a high 
brick structure which faced the road,” 
is Egryn chapel, where the revival start- 
ed, and where already some fifty converts 
have been added to the church, 
“I hope we may See the lights,’”’ he 
said, and added, half apologetically, half 
pityingly: “It is not given to every one 
to see them. S6piritua] things are not 
discernable of all men.” 
The road now rose quickly, and at the 
summit the farmer suddenly stopped, ex- 
citedly seized my arm, and shouted tri- 
umphantly: ‘Yonder are the lights!” 
He pointed with outstretched arm and 
shaking finger to the spot where, among 
the uncertain shadows, the dark outline 
of the chapel appeared to rest upon the 
hills. Beyond I saw: some half-dozen 
lights. They gleamed, scintillated, jump- 
ed, and then vanished, to reappear at 
brief intervals. 

Miraculous Light, 

“Now you will believe,’’ said my guide, 
who seemed to take it for granted that I 
should at once accept the phenomena as 
miraculous. 

A still more remarkable light appeared 
after the farmer and I had parted com- 
pany. Faint at first, it rapidly gained 
dazzling intensity, when from a globe- 
like center it flung out nine long, dis- 
tinct radiations. It lingered for a full 
sixty seconds and expired. 

A similar display occurred on the road- 


while once a curious gleam shot across 
my path and circled around me. 

There were several] visitors around Mrs. 
Jones’ door when I reached it on Sunday 
evening. She gave a cordial welcome to 
each. “I hope you have sseen the lights,”’ 
she said, adding immediately, “they are 
the visible signs of my work, and I want 
every one to belleve in them.” 

I thought that she looked anxious, and 
again and again she endeavored to im- 
press wpon me the devine character of 
her mission. She insisted, among other 
things, that a star—her star, she styled 
it—settled over the chapel at Bontddu, 
where she preached on Saturday night, 
and that mysterious lights accompanied 
her on her journey home. “One of them 
flashed Into my carriage,”’ she said. “It 
was a glowing ball of fire of exaeeding 
brightness, but perfectly harmless.” 

Strange Vision. 


Some of her visions are most extraordi- 
nary. She is probably not acquainted with 
the story of Goethe's “Faust,’”’ but she 
insists that she has seen the devil, who, 
reversing the mephistophelean method, 
changed from human form into a dog. 

“I saw some one coming,” she said. “I 
thought it was my brother. Then it 
shrank into a small, snarling, ferocious 
hound, which ran yelping into the dark- 
ness."’ 

Nothing will shake her vonviction, 
which is credited by the countryside. 

It wouki not matter so much,” said a 
wej.Miown resident at Barmouth, “If 
Mrs. Jones would manage to preserve a 
monopoly of these dangerous symptoms, 
but other people , urfortunately, have 
caught some thing of her spirit, and they, 
too, are dreaming dreatis and seeing 
visions. 

“One man told me quite seriously yés- 
terday that he had resisted the devil, al- 
though he was profered a bottle of elixir 
of life and renewed youth and vigor. 

“In so far as the revival is rational, 
good is being done, but it certainly seems 
as if the border-line were passed.” 

Mrs. Mary Jones went last night to 
Arthog, a thinly populated hamlet at the 
foot of the bold and striking summit of 
Cedar Idris. She journeyed there by 
train, and, owing toa slight hoarseness, 
did not return home the same night. 

It was a dark, damp, desolate night, 
Thick mists veiled the hills and over- 
hung the sky, while a steady downpour 
of rain intensified the prevailing gloom. 

Undismayed by the weather, the villag- 
ers proceeded to the chape] in large num- 
bers, while visitors at Barmoufh 
have been attracted there by Mrs. Jones’ 
growing fame, willingly trudged the two 
weary miles along the deserted sillsides. 


Welsh Glory Song. 


The proceedings at the chapel bore eae 
striking resemblance to those in the 
Rhondda Valley. *“Diolch Iddo,” the 


‘Glory Song’ of the Welsh revival, 
seemed to lay hold of the congregation, 
who sang themselves into a sort of re- 
ligious frenzy. 

Mrs. Jones’ entrance was quiet and un- 
dramatic. She appeared perfectly calm 
and self-possessed, but it was noticeable 
that a bright, feverish Ught gleamed fit- 
fully in her eyes, and that a brooding 
<r, at times settled upon her 
ace. 

There was no star over the chapel; 
there were no guiding. Nights to lead the 
way there. 

Mrs. Jones occupied the pulpit alone, 
but, as in Evan Roberts’ meetings, there 
was no attempt to arrange the order of 
the service. Now and again she broke 
into loud and earnest exhortations, or 
swayed rhythmically to the stirring sing- 
ing of the congregation. 

“Tell mother I'll be there,” has reach- 
ed even these out-of-the-way Welsh vil- 
lagesu, and it was sung last night with 
all the touching power of the huge crowds 
in the Albert hall. 

Mrs. Jones speaks fluently with em- 
phasis. The hearers hung upon her 
words In a silence that was almost pain- 
ful. The fact is that they regard her 
as an inspired woman set divinely apart 
from sacred missions. 

Large crowds awaited her return from 
the chapel, and whiled away the hours 
by singing ‘“Diolch Iddo.”” They ex- 
pected to see the lights, but no glory 
light appeareq to relieve the unplerced 
blackness of the hills. Only the shift- 
ing gleams from some cattle driver's 
lamp shone occasionally from the wide 
spreading meadows. 

It would seem that atmospheric condi- 
tions have somethifg to do with the ap- 
pearance of the lights.

eotton plantation. in the world: Mr. 
Waldburg worked 600 slaves, and every

season he gathered’an abundant crop of

It is not true, asserts the communl-| | 
cation, that prostitution is legalized, 
taxed or Ncensed in the Philippines. Cer. 
tain loose relations between foreigners 
and native women is an inherited evil 
that has come down from Spanish times, | 
but the penal code, now under consider- 
ation, prohibits under penalty of fine and 
imprisonment these illegal relations. 

Public sentiment among the American 
residcnts in Manila is as strongly opposed 
to the “‘querida’’ system at it is ih Amer- 
ica, and those who venture to defy pub- 
lic opinton are ostracised. 

The police reports for October, 1904, 
show that there were less than a score 
of American demi-mondaines in Manila, 
and it is doubtful whether any other city 
of equal size, either in Europe or Amer- 
ica, can show a better record in thig re- 
gard.

cent stamp, W. T. Tyndall, of Missouri, | 


will be a member of the next congress. 
Mr. Tyndall is one of the unexpected 
happenings of the Missouri tidal wave. 
His home is Sparta, Taney coynty, 
where he has for a number of years 
pursued the even tenor of his way as a 
country school teacher, being free from 
‘political ambitions or other disturbing 
\influences. Taney county is in the heart 
lof the Ozark district, a bit of the un- 
trammeled southwest left untouched by 
railroads or the march of progress. When 
the republican organization of this dis- 
trict set out to find a candidate for con- 
gress for the fourteenth Missouri they 
discovered that nobody sought what 
seemed to be an empty honor, so they 
wrote Mr. Tyndall, making him tender of 
the nomination. Mr. Tyndall did not 
think the situation was one warranting 
his squandering a 2-cent stamp on a 
letter of declination, so under the princi- 
ple that silence gives consent, the leaders 
assumed it would be all right with Tyn- 
dall, and put his name on the ticket. 
The marvelous slump in the democratic 
vote put him in congress without the 
slightest effort on his part. 

Mr. Tyndall, who is now in Washing- 
ton viewing the scenes of his future 
greatness, is a tall, lank mountaineer. 
as straight as an arrow; a son of the 
soil, showing none of the devastating in- 
fluences of city life. Indeed it is a mat- 
ter of record that until after he was 
nominated for congress he had never seen 
a street car or an elevator. His books 
had told him such things existed, but 
he had never been brought in -contact 
with these engines of progress until one 
day just before the election, when, much 
against his will, he was summoned to 


‘St. Louis to confer with the party lead- 


ers. ‘He took to the street cars all right, 
but it was some time before he couid 
muster up courage to tackle the ‘lift’ 
in the Commercial building where re- 
publican headquarters were established. 
When he went back to his mountain 
home he confided to his intimates that 
he didn’t like such city ways a little bit; 
but now he has reached Washington he 
proposes to keep up with the procession. 
He is the first republican ever elected 
to congress from his section. In this

Mr. Vandiver, who declined nomination 
im order to devote his time to the man- 


agement of Joe Folk’s campaign for the 
governorship. ‘The congressional nomina- 
tion was given J. J. Russell, a prominent 
democrat, who has long aspired to the 
honor, and who, it is easy to believe, is 
now filled with disgust at having select- 
ed this particular time to gratify his am- 
bitions.

German and French Canals. 


We shall not have time to examine the 
German and French canals, Both coun- 
tries are digging waterways from river 
to river until they have gridironed them- 
selves, as it were.

You can take goods 
from the Seine to the Rhine by canal, 
and thence down to the Danube and on to 
the Black sea. Freight goes from Ham- 
burg to Berlin and to the sources of the 
Elbe by boat.

'sels can pass to and fro through it. This 
‘canal is wider and deeper than most 
‘ship canals. It is 70 feet broad at the 
|bottom and of 30 feet draft. Our great 
locean steamers grow larger from year to 
‘year. Many of the biggest boats could 
not now pass through the canal of Suez,

About thirty thousand vessels pass

There are canals everywhere in Holland. 
There are so many that the government 
has a department of waterways, the clerks 
of which are the best of civil engineers. 
Some of the Dutch waterways are large. 
They have a big ship canal from Amster- 
dam out to the sea, and Rotterdam is 
connected with Antwerp by big canals 
and tre Scheldt. 
The Manchester Ship Canal. 


I spent some time upon the Manchester 
ship canal when out scouting. for the 
American invasion a year or so ago. This 
is one of the most important artificial 
waterways of Europe. It is about 35 miles 
long and it connects the great town of 
Manchester with the Mersey river and 
the Atlantic ocean. When it was begun 
it was estimated that it would cost $40,- 
000,000, but when completed it was found 
that $75,000,000 had been spent. The 
people I met at Manchester were satis- 
fied with the cost. They say the canal 
has saved Manchester’s business life. 
Before it was built the town was on 
the down grade, the great factories were 
failing, and many of the shops were be- 
ing transferred to Glasgow. Since that 
time prosperity has returned, and now 
you will not find a more enthuslatic busi- 
ness man than him of Manchester. 

I was surprised at the work it took to 
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build the Manchester canal, although it

|Miles of embankments were erected along

There are five such 
locks between Manchester and the Mer- 
sey. Manchester is about 60 feet above 
Liverpool, and the ships have to climb 
up these five steps to get to the latter 
port. 

This canal goes right through some of 
the most beautifus farming country of 
kKngland. In Manchester we are sur- 
|rounded by great ware houses and fac- 
|tories. There are many docks and in- 
closed basins filled with shipping, and 
everything about us Is smoky and busy. 
Passing out of the city we go through a 
country as green as Ohio in June. ‘The 
fields are hedged and upon the green 
| grass fat cattle are feeding. 
land then we pass a village or great. man- 
|ufacturing town.

'pass out into the Mersey, with its vast 
‘shipping from all parts of the world. By 
|means of that canal our Texas cotton is 
|taken direct from Galveston to the facto- 
ries of Manchester. 


On China’s Grand Canal. 


My next picture is painted on the other 
| Side of the world. It is on the Grand 
‘canal of China. I have seen it where it 
|starts at Peking, the Chinese capital; I 
|have studied its trade at Tientsin, the 
'great northern part of the Celestia] em- 


|pire, and have traveled upon it at its| 


‘lower end on the southern side of the 
| Yangtse. 

| This canal] is a greater wonder than the 
'Chinese wall. It deserves to be ranked 
as one of the wonders of the world. . It 
begins at Hangchow, south of the Yangt- 
se, passes through Soochow and cuts the 
Yangtse near Chinkiang. From Chinkiang 
it goes northward 380 miles without a 
lock, and farther on it is carried over 
the country on stone embankments 20 
and more feet high. The cana] at some 
of these places is 200 feet wide. It has 
flood gates managed by soldiers, and is 
fed by creeks and rivers. At one point 
a river was conducted into it, and the 
Chinese say that 300,000 men worked 
seven months to turn the waters of that 
stream. The Grand canal cuts-the Yel- 
low river as well as the Yangtse Kiang. 
It is in many places little more than a 
great ditch. and nearly everywhere it is 
now in bad repair. It is, all told, about 
as long as the distance from New York 
to Chicago, and it passes through a terri- 
tory containing about three times as 
many people as the United States. 


A Great Tax Route. 


One of the chief uses of this Chinese 
canal has been to carry the tribute rice 
to Peking. At certain times of the year 
a long fleet of boats moves nofthward, 
carrying rice. The government taxes are 
to a large extent collected in kind, and 
every year the farmers send about 133,- 
000,000 pounds of. rice to the emperor. 
Along the banks of the canal I saw great 
barns filled with rice awaiting shipment, 
and I was told that nearly every town 
on the canal had its government barns. 
Of late much of the rice has been shipped 
to Peking by sea, the steamers on the 
Yangtse carrying it more cheaply than 
it can be taken by the canal. When the 
railroads have been built connecting Pe- 
king with the southern part of the em- 
pire, a large part of such traffic will 
go by them. As the canal now is, navi- 
gation in some parts is difficult, and it 
‘requires stveral months for a rice boat to 
make its way from the Yangtse to Pe- 
king. 

The Canals of India and Japan. 


Japan is a land of canals, built both 
for traffic and for irrigation. One of the 
most wonderful is the Biwa canal, which 
was planned in a schoolboy’s graduation 


schoolboy appointed engineer. 

India is said to have the best irri- 
gation system of the world. It has the 
Ganges canal, which is 440 miles long, 
and which has more than 2,600 miles of 
branches. The Sirhind canal is 542 miles 
long, and it has almost 5,000 miles of 
distributaries. There are great irriga- 
tion works in Persia, and as for Egypt, 
every one has heard of the wonderful 
water systems of the Nile valley.

Chattanooga Firm Promises to 
Start Ice War This 
Summer, 


ONE HUNDRED TON PLANT 
IS THE PROMISED CAPACITY 


#. O. Rettig, of Chattanooga, and 
A. J. Teague, of Columbus, 
Buy Atlanta site and Order 
Modern Machinery for 
Equipment of Plant. 


One of the most important deals for a 
long time was the sale of a site on the 
Central of Georgia tracks for the erection 
of a large ice plant in Atlanta which was 
consummated Friday. Work will com- 
mence on the erection of the plant, and 
it is reported that the coming summer 
will find the new company reducing the 
price of ice for the waging of a war on 
ice rates in Atlanta. 

F. O. Rettig, of Chattanooga, and A. J. 
Teague, of Columbus, bought the prop- 
erty and they will immediately install a 
Plant with a capacity of 100 tons a day. 
As soon as the transfer of the property 
was made between these gentlemen and 
Forrest and George Adair, an order for 
this 100-ton plant was placed with the 
Columbus Iron company of Columbus, 
Ga., the machinery to be of the absorp- 
tion type, and it was claimed that this 
would be the only plant of this particu- 
lar absorption type in Atlanta. 

The erection of this plant, it was stated, 
would mean the waging of a war on the 
price of ice In this city and that this 
war would be commenced with the very 
beginning of summer, as the new plant 
would be in operation at that time. From 
all that could be learned, Mr. Rettig is 
not after the big wholesale contracts or 
the shipping of ice to outside points, but 
rather is in the market to secure the 
loca] retail trade. 

It will be remembered that some time 
ago all of the ice plants tn Atlanta were 
combined through the efforts of Ernest 
Woodruff. Although this combination 
was made the old prices of ice were not 
raised so far as the retail trade was con- 
cerned. It was also reported that last 
year the combination made a very large 
contract with the Armour interests and 
other big shippers for the re-icing of cars 
passing through Atlanta. Whether this 
contract was made for a number of years 
or only for last year, was not made 
known. This fact was evidently known 
to Mr. Rettig for he made it generally 
known that he was not after that sort 
of business, but rather the local trade, 
the stocking of soda fountains, markets 
and homes. 

Rate War Seems Certain. 

After the combination of the ice plants 
had been consummated through the ef- 
forts of Mr. Woodruff an effort to do the 
same thing in Chattanooga was made by 
the Atlantan. Mr. Rettig, who has a 
large plant in that city, refused to go 
into the combination, and a rate war 
was the result. 

Now, by way of retaliation, Mr. 
Rettig has invaded Atlanta and intends 
+o carry the rate war into this city and 
for this purpose, has already purchased 


a site and ordered machinery of the most | 


approved kind for the beginning of the 
war with the opening of summer. It is 
also reported that Mr. Rettig and Mr. 
Teague are now making the arrange- 
n.ents for the employing of expert men, 
the securing of horses and wagons for 
the delivery of the ice and all of the 
other details connected with the hand- 
ling of a great business enterprise. The 
f«w business men who have heard of the 
contemplated movement said that Mr. 
Rettig was a practical ice manufacturer 
and would never think of starting upon 
@ny such warfare until he had secured 
the very best possible machinery, ex- 
perts and other accessories to meet the 
trade, which is now being carried on by 
the combined ice plants. 

Mr. Rettig has a most enviable reputa- 
tion in the managing of ice plants, hav- 
irg been in the business for more than 
twenty years and having an Interest in 
lerge plants in New Orleans.

MINISTERS GIVE VIEWS 
ON ORGANIZED CHARITY 


The Associated Charities is still the 
topic of much discussion among the 
ministerial force of the city, and also 
has come in for its share of the attention 
of Atlanta’s business men. 

The preparatory work of the organiza- 
tion is being rapidly perfected, and the 
membership list growing steadily. 

There is still, however, much difference 
of opinion as to why some Christian min- 
isters are so heartily in favor of the 
“eng ge and others so bitterly opposed 

In view of this condition of affairs, 
and the fact that neither side of the 
question has been clearly stated for the 
public by the leaders of the differing 
factions, The Constitution has requested 
from a few of these men a clear state- 
ment, for the benefit of the public, as

Colonel Woodward and the department 
will be represented by Reuben R. Arnold, 
of the firm of Arnold & Arnold, and the 
water works committee will be represent 
ed By City Attorney James L. Mayson 
and Assistant City Attorney W. P. Hill. 

Colonel Woodward yesterday gave to 
City Marshal Rile: subpoenas for fifty 
witnesses and many of them have al- 
ready been served.

The investigation will open Monday 
night wita an effort to disqualify Mayor 
Woodward. There will be several 
grounds and among them will be inter- 
views published in the newspapers and 
the fact that he has heard the evidence 
under oath. The newspaper men will be 
on the stand for the purpose of testify- 
ing regarding the accuracy of their re- 
ports. It may be that an effort will also 
be made to disqualify Councilman Carter 
on the ground that he has heard the evi- 
dence under oath and has made up his 
mind. After these matters are concluded 
an effort may be made to disqualify. 
Commissioner Welch because of an inter- 
view published in the papers. 

It is believed that tne investigation will 
continue for a week or more and each 
night is exepcted to bring out something 
interesting.

“all things be done in the name of 
Christ,” should withdraw from the com- 
pact of the American republic, from the 
commonwealth of Georgia and from the 


municipality of Atlanta, All these things 
must be included, he says, if the exaction 
is to be followed literally. 

Dr, White's. interview follows: 

“I willingly answer the request of The 
Constitution to give a statement of the 
Position I occupied and stil] occupy with 
reference to the Associated Charities or- 
ganization and the controversy that has 
arisen over it. I do so not to prolong 
the unprofitable dispute over the name of 
Christ among His disciples, but to clear 
the issue which ig becoming somewhat 
prejudiced, in order that the great ma- 
jority of Christian ministers in Atlanta 
who are in sympathy with the organiza- 
tion and voted for the favorable resolu- 
tion in Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
shall not be forced into any false posi- 
tion concerning loyalty to Christ. 

“I went with these gentlemen and a 
very large number of representative At- 
lanta citizens into the movement to se- 
cure for Atlanta what every one said 
and every one says is needed in Atlanta— 
an association of existing charity insti- 
tutions and agencies for the purpose of 
curing some of the manifest evils of un- 
organized charity. It was plain, and it 
is plain that such an organization to 
be strong and effective should touch 
broadly the whole charity situation, and 
therefore must include in the cooperative 
egreement all the different agencies and 
institutions now engaged severally’ in 
benevolent work—the city warden, the 
Grady hospital, the Jewish Orphans’ 
home and the many others not related 
organically to church or city. The un- 
derlying idea was to reach a ground of 
common agreement to be known as ‘the 
Association of Charities’ in order that 
one agency might not interfere with or 
cverlap the other in a work which con- 
cerned the whole citizenship irrespective 
of creed or color. and whose end was a 
sociological result in the _ benefits of 
which every citizen should share. it was 
distinctly a citizens’ movemefit. It was 
an association of existing organizations, 
not the creation of a new agency cor- 
porately independent. The constitution 
submitted made this very emphatic. 


Defines His Reasons. 


“Now, when the motion was made to 
give this working agreement the cor- 
porate designation ‘Christian,’ though not 
present, I was opposed to the motion on 
its merits for the following reasons, 
which still retain all their force: 

“First. From the standpoint of a 
Christian, such an insertion was to me 
insistence upon a mere verbal advantage 
to Christianity, the interests of which 
were already safeguarded in the perfect 
freedom guaranteed to each of the dis- 
tinctly Christian agencies by the consti- 
tution entering into the association. 

“Second. From the standpoint of a 
Christian minister, I went into the asso- 
ciation in the name of Christ, and in His 
spirit—there was absolutely nothing in 
the constitution that prevented or dis- 
couraged me from so doing. 

‘“T recognize it as my duty to do all 
things in the name of Christ, but I beg 
to remind some friends of mine that 
there is a great difference between my 
doing all things in the name of Christ 
and my right to force others to do so. 

“Those who insist upon the corporate 
name Christian for everything they co- 
operate with on the ground that Colos- 
sians iii, !7, commands all things to be 
done in the name of Christ should with- 
draw at once from the compact of the 
American republic, from the common- 
wealth of Georgia and from the munici- 
pality of Atlanta. Their literal exaction 
diawn from this text against the asso- 
ciation of charities, to be consistent, 
must include these in-the ‘all things’ of 
their minute exegesis. Christ is not 
mentioned by name in the American con- 
stitution, nor does the word ‘Christian’ 
stand at the head of the city charter. 
The issue has been raised in congress 
once at least about putting the word 
‘Christian’ in the constitution. It was 
overwhelmingly voted down, and will be 
and ought to be every time the issue 
is raised.

cooperate, and here with us there is no 
reason why my entrance into an ar- 
rangement mutually helpful to every 
work of charity should bring my Christi- 
anity under challenge. 

“I do not believe, for instance, that the 
Baptist Tabernacle charities have sur- 
rendered their loyalty to Christ by enter- 
ing into an association with the cfty 
‘government, which is corporately non- 
Christian, by which they receive an an- 
nua] appropriation from the city to do 
the good work they are doing.” 


What Dr. Cronk Says. 


When the issue was brought up in the 
Ministers’ Association of the city, Rev. 
' BE. Cc. Cronk, the pastor of the new Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church, of this city, led 
the fight against the indorsement of the 
charity movement by the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association. A number of the 
leading divines of the city stood with 
him in his position at this meeting. 
Wihen asked for a statement of his posi- 


ption, he gave out the following inter- 
view: 

“Kegarding associated charities I wish 
to gay that the issue, in the recent mass 
meeting of citizens, wag not one of ex- 
clusion, but of inclusion. Dr. Brough- 
ton’s resolution said nothing about ex- 
cluding anybody whatever. It was a 
plea tlq@t Ohristian people do their chari- 
ty in the name of Christ. The opposition 
brought up the point of exxcluding the 
Jew. If he is willing to lay aside as 
much as we are asked to lay aside, name- 
ly, his religious belief, and come in on 
a platform where Christ is honored as 


oppose his coming. Some public utter- 
ances would lead people to suppose that 
this whole matter is a warfare waged 
against the Jew. This is not true. it 
is Only a plea for Christian people, and 
their charity in the name of Christ, and 
openly so. Ihave no ill will to the Jew. 
I have nothing more against him than 
I have against any other man who de- 
nies that Jesus of Nazareth is the Son 
of God. We are not dictating to people 
of other religions how they shal] dis- 
pense their charities. If they do not 
want to do it in the name of Christ we 
are only sorry for it, but it is asking too 
much that Christians should haul 

the Christian banner and marc\& unger 
a Christless flag in order that others 
who deny Him should be admitted. 

“The issue out of which this contro- 
versy aroge narrowed itself down very 
clearly and emphatically to the question, 
Shall this charity be déne in the name 
of Christ or shall it not? and the vote 
was overwhelmingly that it should not. 
Hence, one-fourth of the ministers of 
the Bvangelical Ministers’ Association, 
in its meeting Monday morning, opposed 
the movement, because Christ had been 
voted out, and not because of any Hl 
will or persona] feeling for any particular 
people. In our great liberality, there is 
suqh a thing as getting a platform 
broader than the Bible. Christ stands 
with open arms and pleading voice, call- 
ing al} men unto Him, but not to remain 
in their sins. ‘Come ye out from among 
them and be ye separate, saith the Lord,’ 
has a meaning not easily explained away. 

“If the English language can Ve relied 
upon to convey thought, there is no mis- 
taking the meaning of Col, 5:17. ‘What- 
soever ye do in word or deed, do all in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God the Father through him.’ 
You may place it in any connection you 
please, only sq you remember it is 
spoken to Christians, and it will always 
mean the same thing. 

“This query to the Jew, whose name 
has been brought into this controversy, 
and I close: If you believed that Jesus 
of Nazareth is the Son of God, ag we 
Christians profess to believe, and if you 
believe that what is called the New 
Testament js the inspired word of God, 
as we profess to believe, and you found 
in that inspired word such an exhorta- 
tion as ‘Whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus,’ would you have voted that your 
charities should not be done in his name?

Dr. Broughton’s View. 

Rey. Len G. Broughton, pastor of the 
Tabernacle, when asked for a statement 
regarding his determined stand against 
the charity organization, said: 


“It does seem like everybody who reads 
the papers ought to know that I never 
said one word against the Jew, nor any 
other sect. In my speech when the con- 
stitution of the Association Charities 
was adopted there was not one word ut- 
tered reflecting upon the Jew. I did not 
call him out in any sense whatever. 
My resolution to insert the word ‘Chris- 
Ulan’ was not aime@ to ‘exclude’ any- 
body, but to ‘include’ gur Lord. The Jews 
are not the only people who do not be- 
lieve in Christ. I had as much right at 
that meeting to ask that Christ be given 
a place as the Jew, or any other man, 
had to arrange and see to it that He 
should not have a place. The issue was 
presented primarily by anti-Christians. 

“They refused to have anything to do 
with the movement if in any way it 
recognized Christianity—hence, the con- 
stitution committee, to conciliate them, 
recommended a@ pagan constitution. The 
Jews, and other anti-Christians, had no 
right to insist on shutting the door of 
that charity against our Lord. Two- 
thirds of the people in Atlanta believe 
in Christ. It would not have affected 
them to have incorporated the word 
‘Christianity.’ Christ does not mean any- 
thing to them but an imposter. Their 
religion would not be affected one way 
or the other. He is everything to the 
Christian. They could admit Him, and 
not be affected. Christians cannot ex- 
clude him without being ruined, 

‘““My opposition to the constitution was 
not baseqd on sectarianism, but on a 
principle. Paul, in Col. iii, 17, says: 
“‘Whatsoever ye do in word or deed, do 
ali in the name of the Lord Jesus.’ That 
is exactly where I stand. To say that 
this means the spirit of Christianity is 
dangerous. If we allow ourselves to 
thus broaden and change Scripture, there 
is no end to where we will land. Be- 
sides, it would be unfair to acknowledge 
that we are dependent upon the spirit, the 
influence of Christ, and then to Keep 


to acknowledge His name. I am not 
going to be guilty of such ingratitude, 
if J know it. 

“It is a strange thing to me to hear 
men raving about my refusing to co- 
operate with the Jew, because the word 
‘Christian’ is an offense to him, and yet, 
seem to ‘thJnk that it is -perfectly right 
for the Jew to refuse to cooperate with 
me on the same ground. Why is not ‘six 
of one and a half a dozen of the other? 
If a Jew cannot consistently come in 
with me, because of the word ‘Christian,’ 
how can I be consistent and not refuse to 
cooperate with him because he InsIsts on 
|leaving it out? I certainly think that an 
_Atlantan, a southerener, to the manor 
born, say nothing of a Christian, certain- 
ly might be accorded as much liberty in 
matters of this kind as the Jew. 

Hevelation of Ignorance. 

‘All this talk about the spirit and teach- 
ing of Christ favoring the federation of 
| the Jew, and non-Christjans generally, 
with Christians is a revelation of ignor-

Well Known Trainer Who Has. Handled the Best 
Men in the Ring Will Soon Quit 
~ the Boxing Game.

ILLY DELANEY, the physical 
B culture man; Billy Delaney, 

knows more about the vitality and 
worth of anatomy than many men who 
hold diplomas from medical colleges: 
Billy Delaney, who has prepared more 
men for the ring than probably any 
other man in America, is in the city, a 
Buest at the Aragon. 

Delaney is no walong with James Jef- 
ferson Jeffries, the champion heavy- 
weight of the world, and devotes his 
time to the care and attention of the 
physical condition of the champton. 

Few men of Delaney’s mental caliber 
are found about the prize ring or in any 
way give their time and attention to 
that game. But much of that conaition 
of affairs is due to the fact that Delaney 
is a self-made man and during the pro- 
gress of his evolution he hag lifted him- 
self above the level of the ordinary 
devotee of the game, out of which he 
has made fame and from which he has 
accumulated a fortune, until today he 
stands head and shoulders above the 
ordinary camp follower of the squared 
circle. I met Delaney first just before 
the Corbett-Sullivan fight in New Or- 
leans in the early nineties. He was then 
@ veteran in the business and it was 
due to him more than to any one eise 
on earth, James J. Corbett not excepted, 
that the Champion John L went down 
ahd out that night. Delaney had prac- 
tically found Corbett, and his finding 
was due to the fact that he saw Corbett 
in his first of three mixes with Joe 
Choynski, that great Jew fighter, who 
has yet to show an indisposition to go 
against anything looking for a fight. In 
that battle Delaney, always quick of 
eya@, saw there was prize ring merit in 
the man who was wearing the pompa- 
dour.

sixty-five round contest with Peter 
Jackson, the Australian negro, then 
the terror of the ring, the man he was 
to shape up for the fight with Sullivan, 
then considered invincible. Before De- 
laney and Corbett had been long to- 
gether the former ascertained that the 
latter was not at all satisfied with hia 
turn with Choynski.

He 
was trained, tried and seasoned, while 
Corbett at that time was almost a nov- 
ice, by comparison in the game. But 
Cerbett was docile while in training 
and while in the ring obeyed implicity 
Billy Delaney’s instructions. The result? 
All followers of the ring know that Cof- 
bett not only fought the big negro to a 
standstill, put in the opinion of many 
who saw the fight the Californian proved 
himself the conqueror of the Australian 
black skin. It was then that the close 
friendship between Corbett and Delaney, 
a friendship which ended only a short 
time before the Carson City fight, in 
which Corbett went to the bad before 
Bob Fitzsimmons, began. 

It was Delaney who put it up to Sul- 
livan to either drop the belt he had won 
from Ryan and Kilrain or to meet Cor- 
bett. Sullivan never fearing the result, 
accepted the challenge and the fight in 
which he heard the count came off in 
New Orleans. It was Delaney who pre- 
pared Corbett for that battle and it was 
to the careful training by Delaney that 
Cordett won—that every one conversant 
with the fight knows. Sullivan came 
into the ring in bad shape, while “Cor- 
bett stepped’in fit for the fight of his 
life. I have heard it said had Delaney 
trained Sullivan for that fight, Sullivan, 
of course, being submissive, that Corbett 
would have gone home through the 
woods. Corbett. admitted after the fight 
that it was more of Delaney that won 
than it was of Corbett. 

Again at Jacksonville, when Corbett 
was pitted againet that English cham- 
pion, Charley Mitchell, who broke Thomp- 
son, of Cincinnati, Delaney Was Cor- 
bett's trainer. Mayport was selected for 
Corbett’s training quarters, and while he 
was bebing shaped up for the fight. Delan- 
ey found for the first time that there was 
a vein of big head in the champion, He 
wanted to work when it suited him and 
to idle when he pleased. But Delaney 
hung on and by persuasion and by 
threatening succeeded in bringing the Cal- 
ifornian to terms. The result of that 
fight is history. But if it had not been 
for Delaney that history might have been 
written a little differently. 

Away from ‘Jacksonville the champion 
went, and each day made that champion 
of greater importance to himself than he 
really wag to any one else. And much 
of that was due to the fact that Dela- 
ney was compelled to quit the company 
when it reached Atlanta. During the 
Mayport training Delaney’s eyes came 
near putting him in the dark and when 
he reached Atlanta he dropped from the 
train to see Dr. Calhoun. his condition 
was more serious than he had expected 
and he was sent to a dark room at St. 
Joseph infirmary, where he passed six 
weeks or two months of his life. 

Corbett Got Away. 

He came out with his lamps in good 
shape and at once joined the Corbett 
party in the east.

cise, these men attain the high standard 
which the schools have set for the pro- 
fession. The days are past when a circus 
performer, an acrobat, a football coach 
a prize fighter, etc., after having becomo 
useléss in his specialty, was placed in 
charge of men In gymnasiums, and there 
drilled hig specialty and lifted heavy 
dumb bells, for the benefit of a few, 
but more often to the detriment of the 
majority, the sole object being to put 
on muscle, disregarding completely or- 
ganic condjtions.

Powerful and sustained contractions 
favor the nutrition of muscular fiber. 
The nutrition of muscle is more intense 
in slow contractions because the flow of 
blood is more regular and more pro- 
ionged. Such exercises have little in- 
fluence on the brain. They effect the 
functions of nutrition more than those 
of innervation. 

Exercise of strength tends to increase 
the weight of the subject.

Negro Appointments North. 

One of the things that the president 
intends to do, apparently, is to give the 
people of the north a chance to demon- 
strate their sincerity on the race ques- 
tion. This he will do by appointing ne- 
groes to office in northern states. The 
only appointment of this kind so far an- 
,mounced—that of Andergon as collector 
of internal revenue in one of the New 
York districts—is hardly a fair test, since 
the office in question wil] not require 
Anderson to come in contact with a very 
large number of people, comparatively 
speaking, and because, too, conditions in 
a great city like New York are radically 
different from those which have existed in 
small southern towns as a result of the 
appointment of negro postmasters and the 
like. In order to avoid the possibility of 
developing an Indianola in some northern 
state, the president will, %& is believed, 
follow the policy of giving out a few 
good jobs to negroes, and placing his 
appointees in large communities, instead 
of parceling out a number of small 
offices to the blacks and thus run the 
risk of offending the white people whe 
would be called on to deal with them fg 
& more or less intimate way. 


Republican Party Machinery. 

Postmaster General Cortelyou’s regig- 
nation of the chairmanship of the re- 
publican national committee came in the 
simple, unostentatious way character- 
istic of the man. Mr. Cortelyou is no 
Grand stand player. He accepted the 
chairmanship of the committee solely 
because the president insisted upon his 
taking it, and as he resigned from the 
cabinet to take the place—believing it 
would be improper for him to continue 
in the government service while devoting 
his time and attention to politics—so he 
has given up his political connection im- 
mediately he resumed his relations with 
the governmental machinery. 

His resignation is real. The disposi- 
tion to question this which finds ex- 
préssion in some parts of the country 
makes no impression here, where Mr. 
Cortelyou is best known. There is abso- 
lutely nothing more to this stepping out 
of the committee than appears upon the 
surface. It was kn®wn to members of 
the committee when Mr. Cortelyou first 
met with them at Chicago that his 
chairmanship would not continue after 
the work of the campaign was wound 
up, and there has never been any real 
doubt of his intentions since. A man 
who was merely a politician woald see 
nothing incongruous in holding thea 
chairmanship and a high government 
office at the same time; such a one 
would cling to the shadows of party 
leadership as something to be turned to 
use in the future, but the present post- 
master general is not that sort. 

New and Fairbanks. 

So far as its known at this time Col- 
one] Harry New, of Indiana, is to be 
charged with the conduct of the com- 
mittee affairs. He is to be this nominal- 
ly, at least, by virtue of his position as 
vice chairman, but it remains to be seen 
whether or not he will be able to utilize 
the position in any practical way. If he 
is, it will be interesting to observe how 
he will line up with reference to the 
presidential race four years hence, which 
at this distance promises to be a wide- 
open free-for-all, which will be interest- 
ing in the extreme, Naturally, New 
would, under ordinary conditions, be ex- 
pected to use whatever influence he 
might possess in favor of the most 
prominent man from his state at present, 
Vice President Charles M. Fairbanks. 
But New and Fairbanks have had some 
mrore or less serious differences during 
the past few months, and well informed 
persons are now of the opinion that the 
vice chairman will be inclined to aid the 
presidential aspirations of almost any- 
body except Fairbanks. First of all, the 
two had some busigess troubles in con- 


nection with The Indianapolis Journa) 
which did not add to the warmth of their 
feeling for each other. Then when New 
started out to capture the national com- 
mitteemanship from Indiana, Fairbanks 
opposed him with Charles L. Henry. 
New won out in this race, but not in 
the fight for the senate vacancy created 
by Fairbanks’ promotion, in which he 
opposed Hemenway for a while and was 
finally forced to withdraw. The Fair- 
banks machine was for Hemenway. 
There is no love lost between the new 
vice president and the man who is to 
head the national committee, and it, is 
regarded highly probable that the latter 
will do everything in his power to punc- 
ture the former’s presidential boom if 
he gets the slightest chance. 
Hitchcock Highiy Praised. 


One of the new appointments particu- | 


larly well received in Washington is that 


of Frank H. Hitchcock as first assistant | 
postmaster general, a position which has. 
remained vacant since the promotion of, 
Robert J. Wynne to the postmaster gen- | 
eralship last fall. Hitchcock is one of the | 


finest and most deserving young men 
who ever came to Washington and his | 
rapid rise is gratifying in the extreme to | 
those who know him. 

When George B. Cortelyou was made 
secretary of the department of g@om- 
merce and labor, Hitchcock was selected 
as his chief clerk and served in that 
position until Cortelyou resigned to take 
the chairmanship of the national com- 
mittee. Hitchcock went with him as 
chief clerk or secretary of that organi- 
zation and was one of the quiet, re- 
sourceful young men who did so much 
to help bring dbout the election of 
Roosevelt. through the medium of the 
operations at national headquartem. 
After the campaign he was selected as 
secretary of the inatgural committee, 
and to his efficient work is due much of 
the success of the recent ceremony. It 
has been known for some time past 
that he was to be given one of the as. 
sistant postmaster generalship, but 
not until his appointment was 
announced during the week was 
it definitely ascertained that the 
place he was to have was that held 
by Robert J. Wynne before that gentle- 
man became official head of the great 
postoffice department. There is nothing 
very. showy about Hitchcock, but he is 
an able and indefatigable worker who 
never fails to achieve results.
